French from Egypt. In latter ages, sharing in the fluctua- 
tions to which the mightiest cities of the earth have been 
exposed, Alexandria degenerated into a small fishing village, 
the abode of pirates, the haunt of freebooters. Mahomed Ali, 
the late Viceroy of Egypt, restored it to importanee by re- 
opening the Mahmoudich Canal, which connected Alexandria 
with the Nile; and, since the Peninsular and Oriental Com- 
pany have commenced running their steamers to Egypt, its 
consequence has still further increased. 

Proceeding from Alexandria up the canal before mentioned, 
the passengers, mails, and cargo of the steamer are conveyed 
to Atfé, on the Nile, when they are again transferred to steam- 
vessels constructed to convey them to Boulac, and from thence 
to Cairo, a short distance, by omnibuses, camels, donkeys, &c. 
No oriental town more completely realizes the ideas first gene- 
rated by the “ Arabian Night’s Entertainments’”’ than Cairo. 
The alleys, lanes, and bazaars—for there is nothing in the town 
in the shape of a wide street—are filled with cloth, leather, 
hardware, and kabob shops, &c. ‘Tall camels, gorgeously- 
trapped horses, donkeys, and the veiled beauties of the harem, 
jostle the foot passengers at every step. The passengers 
arriving by the steamers are here conveniently accommodated 
In spacious hotels; and here they remain until the semaphoric 
signals, placed across the Desert to Suez, announce the arrival 
of the steamer which is to convey them to India. Sometimes 
they are delayed three or four days, and, if so, it gives them an 
opportunity of visiting the Pyramids, the petrified forest, the 
Pasha’s palace, &c. 

Again on the route, we have an interesting view of the 
cemetery of the Mussulmen ; and in the first scene of the Desert 
there is a touching view of a dead camel introduced, and the 

rostrate form of its poor owner is seen, as he laments over the 
body of the animal. Vultures are watching with hungry 
Impatience the departure of the desolate owner, that they 
may satiate their ravenous appetites upon the animal's remains. 

The next view is the Central Station, or half-way station. 
Here a halt of three or four hours takes place, and the passen- 
gers are seen refreshing and enjoying themselves in various 
ways. A few hundred yards from this station a solitary 
acacia-tree stands in the middle of the dreary plains, where 
no other trace of vegetation appears. This tree is held in 
great veneration by the Moslems. The pilgrims from Mecca, 
on returning to Cairo, generally suspend to its branches a piece 
ofrag torn trom their clothes. Two columns of cavalry are 
next seen crossing the Desert, and a group of officers in the 
service of the Pasha. 

The next scene represents an encampment of Arabs by 
night, a powerful and extraordinary effort of art. This is fol- 
lowed by a graceful composition of women drawing water, 

We now come to the subject of our 1LLustRration, “ Jacob's 
Well,’ or Yuzoof's Well; or, according to some authorities, 
the Well of Moses: it is a fount of extremely brackish water in 
the vicinity of Suez. It is a popular halting-place for caravans 
of camels and stray travellers. ‘The picturesque costumes of the 
natives are here introluced, with their beautiful horses, &c. 
We now arrive at Suez, and, taking the steamer again, we 
travel by the celebrated spot in sacred history, that portion of 
the Red Sea left dry by the miraculous interposition of the

dues on mortgage credits, and it will soon consult you on a bill on 
erédit foncier, which will, I hope, offer real advantages to property, 
and will not expose the country to the dangers of paper money.” 

The unruly Paris mob has been at its dirty work again, On the 
return of Prince Louis from a review at Vincennes, a parcel of 
wretched Socialists fairly, or rather unfairly, attacked his carriage 
and escort. One who was present at the whole affair gives me the 
unbiassed testimony of an eyewitness: the infuriated mob, who 
surrounded his carriage, uttered the most frightful cries. "The 
Prince maintained his calm unimpassioned demeanour throughout 
the whole of the trying scene, and his courage, perhaps, mainly 
contributed to his safety. If you keep your eyes firmly fixed upon 
a wild bull you may escape scathless, but at the slightest demon- 
stration of fear or trepidation the “ horned monster ” will gore you. 
So was it with the Prince; his escort made a vigorous dash through 
the mob, and he was saved. Meantime his stud groom, an Iinglish- 
man, who was driving a light tilbury behind the carriage, flogged a 
man with his whip who ventured to take hold ofthe reins. He was 
with great difficulty saved from being torn to pieces. Before the 
carriage General Changarnier’s horse was also seized by the bridle, 
The general cut his assailant across the face with his whip, spurred 
on his horse, and galloped over the man. The Enclish stud groom 
has been blamed for his rashness in not understanding the French 
character better; yet General Changarnier has been lauded to the 
skies for his firmness and promptitude in resisting a gross insult ! 
Will not republican France deem one as worthy of praise as the 
other? 

Baron Gros, the French commissioner in the Greek affair, has 
already communicated his private opinion relative to the claims on 
the Greek Government of M. Pacifico, The amount which it is 
stated would be sufficient compensation to the claimant is some- 
where about 17,000f., or £680—at the very utmost 20,000f. So 
much for the claims of £20,000 for pots and pans ! , 

A new piece, called ‘‘The Restoration,” has been produced at 
the Vaudeville. It is full of allusions to the disparagement of the 
Republic and of insinuations in favour of the Bourbons, but the 
whole piece is badly put together, and the attacks are coarse and 
without wit. The allusions against the Republic were, however 
received with some applause, but when the hints turned in favour of 
the Bourbons loud hisses were heard from all sides of the house, 
It would appear as if the French had made up their minds that the 
Republic was bad, but that they could not settle what was to be pat 
in its place. ete sear : 

A trip which, it is said, the Duchess of Orleans is about to take 
to London creates some Sensation at the present moment in the 
political world here, and it is said that a considerable number of the 
leading adherents of the Orleans branch will take the opportunity 
of going to England to pay their Tespects to her royal highness, and 
to make a demonstration of their devotion to the cause of the Comte 
de Paris. 

At Dresden a congress of Sovereigns is likely to be held after the 
coronation of the Emperor of Austria, and it is said the crowned 
heads will there and then publish a proclamation for a general 
amnesty for all political offences committed during the last two 

ears, 

; At Leghorn, on the 24th ult., a great number of persons had gone 
to the new cemetery to place crowns on the graves of those who had 
fallen for the cause of Italian independence, and in the conti uous 
chureh of La Buona Morte; and, part of the congregation having 
called for a Pater and Ave to the memory of those who had died 
for the cause of Italy, a great disturbance ensued, which called the 
police to the spot. Fourteen persons were arrested, 

At Rome the Moderate party reproach the French for having 
suggested, or at least co-operated in, the escape of Monsignor Gaz- 
zola, who had been condemned to perpetual imprisonment, and who 
was confined in the Castle of St. Angelo. On the other hand, the

had some experience in such matters—have taken a laborious part 
in raising such amounts as fifty and a hundred thousand pounds— 
have formed ladies’ committees in aid of such an object, and know 
the value of their assistance. Large sums may be raised by private 
subscription, but not without public enthusiasm has first been 
roused upon the subject. People will not give liberally for any 
purpose about which they do not feel warmly; and even then but 
very few will give if it be left to themselves to send their subscrip- 
tions to any bank, or call with them at any committee-room. They 
must be canvassed for the money—canvassed by people they know, 
and who understand the object, and are thoroughly in earnest 
about it. It will not do to send round paid canvassers: they are 
put off with small sums in proportion to such as may be had by 
those who undertake the work voluntarily. These are for the 
most part so engaged or so taken up with what they are pleased to 
call business, that they cannot be got to give the time for a sys- 
tematic house-to-house canvass for any purpose whatever, In the 
morning they have too much to do; in the evening they are too 
tired; and, in short, if any large subscription is to be raised, it 
must very mainly depend upon ladies’ committees. Unless they 
set about the canvass it will be but partial or altogether ne- 
glected, and the money will not be had. We could tell something 
of the spirit. with which we have seen ladies work when there 
was need to have a large fund raised ; how, in winter or sum- 
mer, rain or storm, fair or foul weather, they went from house to 
house with incessant perseverance. No smallness of success sent 
them home, no refusals dispirited them; they never declined their 
portion of effort, never postponed it, nor left it undone, nor came 
from their districts without names on their cards, and money in 
their purses. And-we can tell the royal commissioners that, if a 
Hunprep AND Firry THovusanp Pounds, or any thing like it, 
is to be raised for the Great Exhibition of 1851, neither their 
circulars nor such meetings as have been held will raise it. Ladies’ 
committees must be formed in every town, and to them must be 
entrusted a systematic canvas from house to house for subscriptions. 

That this London Exhibition of the Industry of all Nations 
may satisfy all nations that the spirit of competition amongst 
Englishmen does not mar their cordial acknowledgment of en- 
terprise, intelligence, and excellence everywhere. The fund at 
the disposal of the commissioners must be ample for every 
purpose of the exhibition, The receipts for admission should be 
left entire, to form a fund for future exhibitions, Once well begun, 
such displays will not drop into disuse. The example of England will 
be followed, and other countries, instead of confining themselves to 
exhibitions of their own productions, will, like ourselves, open them 
to all nations. Butthe example must be well set; there must be no 
approach to failure. The exhibition must, as nearly as possible, be 
truly an exhibition of the world’s industry, and we question if the 
royal commissioners have yet any distinct idea of how vast will be the 
answer to their invitation of all the world to this world’s show-room. 
But we are quite certain that though the requisite funds may seem a 
mere nothing in comparison to the interest of the exhibition, andvery 
little to be given by the whole country, still neither the shillings, 
pounds, fifty pounds, nor hundreds required to make up a hundred or 
hundred and fifty thousand pounds, are to be had without a voluntary 
personal canvass of every house in every town in the kingdom. 
And such a canvass will not be carried on with spirit, even by ladies’ 
committees, unless the committees be visited by deputations 
from the commission, and public meetings be held and attended by 
speakers who not merely understand the details, and can tell the 
history of the intention to have the exhibition, but who feel and 
can impart some enthusiasm upon the greatness of the object and 
the true mission and grandeur of the world’s industry. ~ 


TABLE TALK, 


My first excursion (says the author of “Glimpses of Spain”’) 
was upon the Granada road, which climbs the highest of the near 
mountains. The sun was rising, and the dew was heavy on the 
-grass, as we cantered up, through throngs of busy market people, 
who were just coming into town. About a mile and a half upon 
our journey we turned, and the whole city and its valley lay in 
beautiful light and distinctness before us, ar off, in front, the 
sea rolled blue and bounding, with just sails enough visible to 
suit the quiet life of morning. Looming large above the city was 
the huge cathedral, which is a massive and imposing pile, whatever 
critics may say of its details. ‘The smoke which ascended from the 
tower-like chimney of Heredia’s furnace contrasted darkly with 
the thin mists which still hung, here and there, around the battle- 
ments of the Gibal-faro. Upon the hills about us, through which 
our road was cloven, the fresh green vines were springing luxu- 
riantly forth, with the first impulse of the spring.

PARIS AND LONDON FASHIONS. 


DESCRIPTION OF THE ENGRAVINGS. 
Fig. 1, Full Evening Dress.—This dress may 
be worn, if required, as a fancy costume. It is 
in the Italian style of the middle ages ; whilst, 
at the same time, it is perfectly appropriate to 
the opera or an evening party. The robe, 
which is of rich ruby-coloured velvet, is orna- 
mented up one side of the skirt with a trimming 
of satin ribbon of the same colour as the velvet. 
The ribbon is fastened in a small cockade on 
one side of the waist, then carried down in two 
links, and finished about half way down the 
skirt by another cockade with two flowing ends 
edged with fringe, A little lower down there is 
a similar cockade with long fringed ends, which 
descend nearly to the bottom of the skirt. The 
corsage is pointed at the waist, and has a trim- 
ming up the front, which in effect precisely 
resembles the old slashing, but, instead of real 
cuts (or slashes), the effect is produced by 
bouillons of white guipure, edged round with 
gold passementerie, A small berthe of guipure 
trims the top of the corsage. Demi-long 
sleeves, slightly gathered up at the inner part 
of the arm, where they are trimmed in the same 
manner as the front of the corsage. Full 
ruffles of guipure. Short white kid gloves, sur- 
mounted by broad gold bracelets. Head- 
dress—a small hat of ruby velvet, and on one 
side a broad lappet of guipure lace. Pocket 
handkerchief bordered with rich point lace. 
Fig. 2. Carriage Costume.—High dress of 
Pomona-green silk. The front of the skirt 
ornamented with a row of silk fanc buttons, 
and on each side a rich trimming 0 soutache 
- and braid, widening towards the bottom of the 
skirt, The corsage, which opens to a point im 
front of the bosom, is fastened at the lower part 
with three or four buttons, and ornamented, 
like the skirt, with braid and soutache. Mus- 
sulman sleeves, rather wide at the ends, sloped 


same as that composing the pardessus, and 
they are simply pinked or scallopped at the 
edge and embroidered, Sometimes the frills 
are scallopped and edged with a narrow ruche 
of ribbon, each frill being headed by a similar 
ruche, For the short pardessus, which is trim- 
med with broad lace, the Parisian milliners 
are now employing black lace scarfs. These 
scarfs having a border on each side, one part 
serves as the edge of the wide flounce, and the 
other part, being turned over, forms the lower 
edge of the upper or narrower flounce. 

_The newest bonnets which have appeared 
since our last do not very materially differ from 
those we have already noticed. Nevertheless, 
we may select a few for description :—A bonnet 
of French chip ornamented with pendent sprays

In corres onding weeks of ten previous 
years (1840-9) the average number of deaths was 918, which, if cor- 
rected for increase of population, becomes 1001 ; the excess in last 
week amounts, therefore, to 128. he following series exhibits the 
deaths registered weekly since the beginning of March: they were 
875, 967, 1026, 1167, and, in the last week, 1124, The present 
return, as compared with that of the preceding week, shows a 
decrease in the epidemic class of diseases, an increase in the tuber- 
cular, and in diseases of the brain and nervous system; but in 
complaints affecting the respiratory organs the two returns are 
almost the same. As compared with the corrected average of ten 
corresponding weeks, the present return shews a decrease in 
epidemic diseases, but 4 considerable increase in diseases of the 
respiratory organs. Bronchitis was fatal last week to 119 persons; 
pneumonia to 86; asthma to 23; laryngitis, pleurisy, and other 
complaints of the same class, to 25: the deaths in the aggregate 
from these causes being 253, whereas the corrected average is only 
166, Consumption destroyed 134 persons—nearly the average 
number.

CORNER AND BORDER FOR POCKET-HANDKER-

Work the insertion by running very fine 
white cotton braid on quilling net two inches 
wide, according to illustration. The pattern 
should be drawn upon paper, and the net tacked 
over it as for satin-stitch, Braid the border in 
the same manner upon net rather more than one 
inch wide, but the edge must be overcast, as in 
satin-stitch, and the net cut out from it. The 
corner to be braided, with the exception of the 
outward edge, Hem a small square of grass 
cambric, sew the insertion round it, and tack 
the worked corner upon both the insertion and 
handkerchief, Run the curved line outside the 
braided pattern with cotton; overcast this line 
and cut away from it the superfluous cambric 


and net. Work in the centre of the corner with 
fine thread; or, if preferred, instead of the scroll 
of braid initial letters can be formed, either in

LEATHER WORK. 
Directions for the Fashionable Leather Work, 

The leather used is sheep skin, or, as curriers call it, basil 
skin. ‘The leaves from any given pattern are cut out with 
sharp scissors which cut firmly at the tips; curved scissors are 
useful, but not necessary for rounded leaves. As it is better 
not to pencil the leather, which gives a dark mark to the edge, 
those who are unaccustomed to draw or cut out by eye 
may place a natural leaf or paper pattern on the leather asa 
guide for the shape. The leaves when cut are laid for a few 
minutes in warm or cold water; the leather is soon softened, 
and the water being squeezed out they are pressed in a cloth, 
Observe that the colour from the leather Stains. Holding the 
leather leaf, thus rid of superfluous moisture, in the left hand, 
vein it with a blunt penknife, pressing it between the finger 


Lay the leaves on card board, 
them thoroughly by the fire; they should then be dipped 


and thumb. and dry 
in warm size, and again dried as before, Dhirections for 
making the size will be given presently, Common glue 
is the best cement for fastening the leaves on the 
wood, Before they are attached the wood - should be 
thoroughly sized; the size not being made as liquid by heat as 
for dipping. Fine string, or Coarse silk twisted over a wooden 
plate or bowl, about an inch apart at the edge, forms a good 
method of pressing the leaves firmly when glued at 
the backs, and slipped underneath, After a layer has 
been thus formed, Shey should be left for several hours 
to dry, and the remainder may be added and kept firmly 
in place with good-sized pins. When the pattern is com-

_‘* In point of fact, it appears that Shakspere did owe debts in all 
directions, and was able to use whatever he found ; and the amount 
of indebtedness may be inferred from Malone’s laborious computa- 
tions in regard to the First, Second, and Third Parts of « Henry VI.,’ 
in which, ‘out of 6043 lines, 1771 were written by some author 
preceding Shakspere ; 2373 by him, on the foundation laid by his 
predecessors ; and 1899 were entirely his own.’ And the pre- 
ceding investigation hardly leaves a single drama of his absolute 
invention. Malone’s sentence is an important piece of external 
history, _In ‘Henry VIII.” I think I see plainly the cropping out 
of the original rock on which his own finer stratum was laid. The 
first play was written by a superior, thoughtful man, with a vicious 
ear, T can mark his lines, and know well their cadence, See

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LESSONS IN THE PRINCIPLES 
OF ART.—No. 3, 
PERSPECTIVE. 

In our former papers on this subject, at pages 
68 and 152, we endeavoured to explain the 
meaning of the following terms used in the 

ractice of the art of Perspective; viz., the 
Fronieowrat. Ling, the Pomr or Sieur, and 
the Point or Distance; and we will now pro- 
ceed to apply this knowledge to two or three 
simple examples. 

Fig.1, Tus Interior or a Crypt,—In sketch- 
ing from nature much difficulty is often ex. 
perienced in selecting the quantity of a scene 
therein which can properly be put in a pic- 
ture. If more is placed on the paper or canvas 
than can be seen at one position of the eye, the 

roportion of the view will be destroyed, 
or instance, in making a sketch of any street 
or interior of a building, a person would not 
be able to see objects which are immediately on 
the right hand or on the left without turning 
his head, This principle will be readily seen 
by taking a ruler, or any other article about 
one foot long, and placing it close to the eyes: 
it will be found that only a portion will come 
within the range of vision; and it is only when 
the ruler has been moved to such a distance 
from the eye as to come within an angle of 
sixty degrees that the whole can be seen. In 
the accompanying dia- 
gram the shaded por- 
tion could not be pro- 
perly put in the scene. 
We have just now be- 
fore us an engraving 
of the interior of a 
church, in which the 
artist has put in some 
monuments which are 
close at his elbow, and 
which he could only 
see by turning round ; 
the consequence is that 
the church looks near- 
lyamilelong. This is 
&@ common error, par- 
ticularly when making 
first attempts to sketch 
; from nature, and which 
is easily remedied by paying attention to the circumstance 
t no object in nature can be properly put in a picture that 
does not come within the angle of vision; for in one picture 
Wwe can only imitate the impression which is made on the retina 
of the eye by one direct glance. 

In proceeding to make a sketch of the subject now given, the 
first consideration would be to fix upon the most picturesque 
iat of view, and thus determine the position of the horizontal 
ine and of the point of sight, which, as we have before explained, 
will be on the horizontal line immediately opposite to the eye 
of the sketcher; and careful consideration must then be given 
to the proper quantity which will come within the range of 
sight. After this is decided the student can then mark the 
position of the nearest pillars. As all lines which are at right 
angles with the position of the observer will radiate towards 
the point of sight on the horizontal line, by drawing lines from

GLEANINGS OF FACT AND FICTION. 


No, 23,—SANDISFOOT, CASTLE. 

The town of Weymouth having recently been 
onoured by the presence of his Royal Highness 

rince Albert, on the occasion of his laying the first 
stone for the erection of the Portland Breakwater, 
Some information respecting it will, no doubt, 
Prove acceptable to our fair readers; and, coincl- 
ently, a view of the remains of Sandford or San- 
disfoot Castle may not be uninteresting. This 
ancient fortress is situated about a mile from the 
town of Weymouth. It was erected by Henry VIII. 
for the purpose of defending the town from the 
invasion which he apprehended would be at- 
tempted in consequence of his disagreement with 
the aera see. Its form was, according to Leland, 
& parallelogram, its greatest length being from 
north to south. The walls are mostly cased with 
Squared Portland stone, the inner part being filled 
up with rubbish and mortar. The north part was 
the residence of the governor. Before the south 
front, which is semicircular, there was formerly 
a platform for cannon. At the south end is a 
building, lower but broader than the castle, and 
8erving to flank it east and west, which had em- 
bragures for great guns, and beneath them two 
tiers for small arms. ‘lhe whole is surrounded,

THE FIRST ROMA E. 

The earliest theatres at Rome, eet haere! were but 
temporary erections of wood. The Romans were satisfied W 
standing room for 200 years, and no seats were allowed, ‘Jest, As 
Tacitus says, ‘if the people sat, whole days might be spent in idle- 
ness.” Notwithstanding this prohibition to build permanent 
theatres, the temporary edifices were constructed with a magnill- 
cence which surpasses all belief. The wealth which supplied those 
theatrical exhibitions was generally the plunder of rich provinces, 
easily earned, and as easily dissipated, merely to obtain favour 
with the people, and procure still more lucrative appointments. 
It was not until the year of the city 699 (that is within 53 years o 
the Christian era) that a theatre of solid materials was uilt a 
Rome, and this was constructed by Pompey on his return from 
‘Asia, at the close of the Mithridatic war; but even Pompey found it 
expedient to pay a deference to the popular feeling. 
says Tertullian, “ Pompey the Great, less great by ! y h 
when he erected that stronghold of wickedness, dreading lest the 
rebuke of the censor might injure his memory, he built 4 temple to 
Venus on the top of it, and when he invited the people 
the dedication he did not call it a theatre, but the Temple of Venus, 
to which,” he said, ‘‘ we have subjoined seats for seeing Shows.

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too much luxury into the city, he convinced the conscript fathers 
that it was an economy to build a solid theatre at once, instead of 
raising a temporary structure on every occasion of giving shows. 
The Temple of Venus served very well as a pretext for making seats 
‘‘ pradus spectaculorum ;’’ but it could not equally be alleged for 
erecting a solid stage. It was not until the reign of Tiberius that 
this part of the theatre was added, and finally completed by Caligula. 
It was dedicated anew by the Emperor Claudius, who restored it 
after a fire, and it reached its greatest splendour in the time of 
Nero. ‘Two vanquished chiefs, that came from the north of Ger- 
many to render submission to the emperor, were taken to Pompey’s 
theatre in order that they might see the greatness of the people. It 
contained, according to Pliny, 40,000 spectators; and when Tiri- 
dates, King of Armenia, came to Rome, Nero caused the whole to 
be gilded, to show off the magnificence of the Romans to the van- 

uished Asiatic. It passed through a succession of fires until 
Theodoric commissioned Symmachus to rebuild it; but not long 
after it shared the fate of the rest of the splendid edifices of Rome 
and finally came into possession of the Ursini family, who occupied 
that quarter of the city in the wars of the middle ages. 


In order to see the remains of Pompey’s Theatre we enter the 
courtyard of the Palazzo Pio, and, descending into the vaults upon 
which the Palazzo is built, we find ourselves, at the depth of forty 
Roman palms, among the foundation-arches, These have been 
originally hollowed out of the natural rock, and they are pointed at 
the angles with large blocks of peperine stone. One of the 
“ Qunei” or sections of the cavea belonging to the lowest tier may 
be perfectly traced; and, after ascending to the courtyard again, 
and entering the stables, we see a second story of arches for sup- 
porting the seats. The construction is remarkable for its solidity ; 
and it would not be difficult to trace, among the moderr. buildings 
and in the cellars of the Palazzo, at least one-hulf, perhaps two- 
thirds, of the whole cavea, It is not needful to describe the blocks 
of peperine and “ opus reticulatum,” for the great point gained by 
tracing the “‘cunci’’ is the fixing of the position of the scene or 
stage. ‘This appears to have reached very near the present site of 
the church of St. Andrea, But the most remarkable circumstance 
attending an investigation of the buildings erected 
by Pompey in this part of Rome is the being able to 
present a ground plan of them, although they have 
almost all vanished from off the face of the earth. 
In the sixteenth century there was found behind the 
church of 8S. Cosma and Damiano a plan of ancient 
Rome, done in marble, and which had served to en- 
crust the walls of the temple (it is supposed) of Ro- 
mulus and Remus. This marble map, where the 
ground plan of all the public buildings was laid down, 
was found broken into fragments; some of them 
irrevocable; others, gathered up with care and put 
together, presented an idea of a building. They now 
encrust the walls of the staircase of the Capitoline 
Museum, and are known under the designation of the 
Pianta Capitoline. The two fragments most perfect 
happen to represent the THEATRE OF PomPEyY and 
the Portico of Octavia.

At Lambeth, two of the Misses Radford, the daughters of an army surgeon, 
now deceased, but who formerly belonged to the Mth Dragoons, attended 
before Mr. Norton, at the en bee of that magistrate, to hear his final de- 
cision relative to the dis poss of a sum of money subscribed for their use by 
several benevolent individuals under the impression that they were deserying 
objects of public charity and sympathy, ‘Che circumstances connected with 
the case of those ladies, three in number and rather advanced in years, will 
be recollected by our readers —Mr, Norton proceeded to express hia opinion 
of the case.
